Closing of Cal Aero academy as 
a pilot traininz base will in no way 
affect the business relationship 
existing between the county and 
Major C. C. Moseley, owner of the 
academy, and other financial in- 





, terests, it was revealed today. 


Principle question before ohserv- 
ers in the community ts possible 
future use of the academy 
é{cotinds. While nothing definite 
has been announced, belicf has 
geen expressed by some persons 
unofficially that the property may 
be leased by either the navy or 
the army for use ag a hospital or 
as a recuperation center. 

The pilot training program will 
terminate at.Cal Aer.» October 16 
due to the reduction in the training 
program, Cal-Aero was one of 
the original nine schools selected 
in 1939 to handle air force training 
and was the first specially con- 
structed field in the nation for 
primary training of air force 
cadets. More than 12,000 pilots, 
who have accounted for approxi- 
mately 800 decorations !: com- 
bat, were trained at Cal Aero. 

Property on which Cal Aero is 
located south o* Ontario was pur- 
chased by the county in 1940 and 
leased to Mr. Moseley at $1 4% 
year. Buildings erected for use 
of the academy caunoi be removed 
from the land aac will become 
property of the co:nty—unless an 
option to buy is exercised by Mr. 
Mosel v. the Cal-Avr*> Commissary 
or the Defense Plant corporation. 

In accordanze with the terms 
of the contract with the count 
Mr. Moseley is priviieged to buy 
the property at the original pur- 
chase price. In the meantime the 
academy owners are to pay taxes 
on the ‘mprovements 

Improversents made 9.1 the pro- 
perty cost »pproximatel-r $500,000 
Assessed valuation of the property 
for tax purposes ‘was placed at ap- 
proximately $200,000.

and 62 Years in U. S.

Scotland is far away and long 
ago to A. K. (Andy) Rae, but 


he still holds fond memories of 


his native ,country that he left | 
when he was 16 years of age. | 
He came to America when the | 
British Isles and Europe were 
pouring thousands of immigrants 
into» the land of opportunity, and 
he has never regretted “seeking 
his fortune’ in America. 


Mr. Rae, who lives at 404% 
North Ninth avenue, is a right- 
fully proud Scotchman, having. 
| been born and reared in the tr. 
dition of the “Lowlander”’ anti 
having retained much of his n 
tive accent in ‘spite of his 6p 
years in this country. | 

MEMORIES VIVID _ | 

He has poignant memories of 
his birthplace at Duns, Berwick- 
shire, Scotland—the hard life df 
a family of seven children; get- 
ting out of bed at 6 o'clock to 
sell hot rolls to the neighbors 
before breakfast; meeting the 
slow, puffing ‘train: to get the 
Edinburg Evening News that lhe 
delivered; and paying his two 
cents weekly tuition at the school 
he attehded. It all adds up to 
his store of childhood recollec- 
tions which give him a great deal 
of pleasure since he has much 
time to think about such things. 
He retired from active work in 
1940, after having served as fore- 
man and manager of the citrus 
holdings of H. M. Ejichelberger 
for 26 years. 

His schooling he remembers 
distinctly. As fate would have it 
his teachers were ill “Highland- 
ers’. Tardiness and failure to 
have the daily assignment were 
two misdemeanors never tolerat-

11 DAYS’ TRIP 


After hearing stories of oppor- 
| tunities for work ihn America, 
jer Rae was not slow in decid- 
ing to come to the United States 
when he learned that his two 
sisters and a brother-in-law were 
Stiling from Glasgow. He join- 
ed them, and landed at Quebec, 
Canada, 11 days later. The trip 
across was a stormy one, 
voyage ex- 
tremely hazardous, since — the 
coast guard did not patrol the 
North Atlantic in those days. to 
dynamite the floating ice. 


Except for a few years in Wis- 
consin and one year in South Da- 
kota, he has lived-in California 
since coming to America. He 
came to this state in 1887, and 
has seen’ great developments 
made in the Pomona valley. “I 
put the first plow in the ground 
at Rialto,” he remembers. How- 
ever, the most vivid recollection 
he has of early day life in this 
section was the big rabbit drive 
held between Fontana and Rialto 
in 1883. ‘Preparatory to plant- 
ing several hundred acres of cit- 
rus, the O. M. Morris nursery 
wanted to kill the rabbits, that 
had been found to be very de- 
structive to young trees. A spec- 
ial train was chartered to bring 
about 2,000 people to the site 
where Fontana is now located. 
The people, armed with wide 
clubs, tin cans, buckets and rocks, 
formed a line about two miles 
long, extending from the Santa 
Fe tracks north. They marched 
east in a mighty phalanx, shout- 
ing, beating cans together,

' Giving a comprehensive sum- 
mary of the work being done at 
the California’ Institution — for 
Men toward rehabilitation of its 
men, Rev,’ Dallas’ Gladson, ' chap- 
lain of the institution, told’ the 
union meeting of the Presbyter- 
ian and Methodist churches Sun- 
day night that’ California is find- 
ing her program for handling 
prisoners very satisfactory. ~ 

He outlined the work and re- 
construction program that each 
inmate is subjected to, and em- 
phasized that all is not a bed of 
roses for the men who are se- 
lected from San Quentin to come 
to the institute at Chino. 

WIN MORE FREEDOM 

The men must live up to a high 
standard of competition in their 
work, and’ those who play” the 
game right are gradually given 
more freedom. Of the 680 men 
now serving at the institute, sev- 
eral score of them have earned 





the right to work outside the in- | 


stitute grounds—-some being em- 
ployed in the forestry service and 
others doing government work at 
the Mira Loma depot. 

Speaking of the highly pub- 
licized few who have escaped 
from the institute, Rev, Gladson 
told how most of them have been 
found within a few hours of their 
escape. They are returned to 
San Quentin where stiffer sen- 
tences are given, and further op- 
portunities for earning freedom 
disappear. 

Training classes are one of the 
main features of the rehabilita- 
tion program. Every man is 
taught a trade so that he will fit 
into society when he returns. 

Speaking of his own work 
among the men, Rev. Gladson 
told of the religious services con- 
ducted at the institution. About 
20 percent of the inmates attend 
services, which compares favor- 
ably with attendance in civilian 
life, he said. Two-thirds of the 
men are Protestants and the oth- 
ers are equally divided between 


| the Jewish and Catholic faiths, 
he said. 
Citing several instances’ of 


men who come to him for coun- 
seling, Rev. Gladson told of the 
vast program that the institution 
has initiated to help the men with 


the smallest problems of their 
lives. The whole nation has its 
eyes on the progressive plans |

and he spoke of the bright fu-| 
ture that lies ahead in the pro- |
